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Newmarket police station's front desk will soon close to the public for 
good as Suffolk Constabulary faces making £20.5M savings by 2020

THE front desk of Newmarket Police 
Station is to be closed - a decision 
which is “concerning”, according to 
local councillors and a Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch co-ordinator. 

A series of changes to Suffolk 
Constabulary’s policing model have 
been agreed, which will help deliver 
savings required by government, 
while “improving the efficiency of 
its services”. 

The Constabulary is required to 
deliver savings of £20.5 million by 
March 2020. 

Alongside this, the demand fac¬ 
ing police has changed, so services 
need to be “realigned to the areas 
posing the greatest threat, harm 
and risk”. 

As part of this, a number of po¬ 
lice station front counters will close 
- including the one in Newmar¬ 
ket - leaving three public access 
points in Ipswich, Bury St Edmunds 
and Lowestoft. The police stations 
themselves will remain operational. 

Mick Smith, a Newmarket resi¬ 
dent who runs the Neighbourhood 
Watch Facebook page, said: “I am 
very concerned about this. 

“I know from contact with peo¬ 
ple that they don’t like using the 



101 service. I was hoping that this 
wouldn’t happen as they said they 
would stop cutting police budgets 
now. If anything, they need to be 
increasing them in today’s climate. 

“Crime does seem to be higher 
now but we don’t know the true 
figures as people seem reluctant to 
report crime now. 

“More often than not, people say 
there’s no point. An officer won’t 
even call round, just give you a 
crime number. I hear of far more 


crime than is officially reported 
and put into official figures. That’s 
all without the increasing terrorist 
threats now as well.” 

Work will now be carried out to 
implement changes necessary for 
the new policing model to go live 
from April 2016. 

Isabelle Barrett, Newmarket’s 
Town Clerk, said she thought it 
would be difficult to have a police 
station without a front desk. 

“There are other ways to report 


crime, most people have a mobile 
phone, but you’ll lose that one-on- 
one human contact,” she said. 

“You can’t gauge on the phone 
whether someone is distressed. You 
feel safer when you are face to face 
with someone.” 

The matter is due to be discussed 
at a meeting of Newmarket Town 
Council on December 14. 

District councillor Robin Millar, 
who represents All Saints ward in 
Newmarket said: “It is an important 


and concerning decision, but I am 
sure everything has been consid¬ 
ered in taking it. Not all crime hap¬ 
pens in the way we would imagine 
and having local contact is really 
important. 

“I will be watching and listening 
to this very closely to make sure 
we don’t miss something. Public 
services are best delivered locally 
and, whenever they try to do things 
from the centre, things start to go 
wrong.” 

Temporary Chief Constable Ga¬ 
reth Wilson said: “The pattern of 
crime has changed, but so have 
the ways in which people contact 
us and the reasons why they get in 
touch. Our re-design has taken all 
of this into account and created a 
policing model that suits our com¬ 
munities.” 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
Tim Passmore said: “We have had 
to make some difficult choices but I 
can assure you these decisions were 
not made lightly.”

COURT 

No prison for 
child images 


A MILDENHALL man who 
was caught in possession of 
child abuse images has been 
spared a prison sentence. 

Darren Williams, 49, of 
Churchill Drive, appeared 
last Wednesday at Ipswich 
Crown Court. 

Williams had previously 
pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to two offences of 
making indecent images of 
a child. 

He also pleaded guilty to 
one charge of possession 
of an extreme adult porno¬ 
graphic image. 

The court heard that po¬ 
lice arrived with a warrant 
and searched Williams’ 
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home. During the search, 
they found a number of in¬ 
decent images stored on 
computer equipment. 

Speaking for the defence, 
Isobel Ascherson said that 
two probation reports had 
highlighted mental health 
issues affecting Williams 
who also suffered with de¬ 
pression. 

Despite this, the court 
heard, Williams was mak¬ 
ing efforts to turn his life 
around. 

The court heard that, 
since his arrest, Williams 


had been attempting to 
tackle his problems. As well 
as this, he would welcome 
any offers of help, said Ms 
Ascherson. 

Williams, who had no 
previous convictions, had 
been identified as being at 
low risk of re-offending, the 
court heard. 

Judge Rupert Overbury 
sentenced Williams to eight 
months imprisonment sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

He will also have to com¬ 
plete 150 hours of unpaid 
community work and par¬ 
ticipate in a programme 
designed to help address his 
problems.

TRAVELLERS who pitched 
up in a Newmarket car park 
have been on the site for 
nearly a week despite having 
been told to leave. 

Residents were left in¬ 
trigued last Wednesday by 
the arrival of ‘large, expen¬ 
sive’ caravans in a car park 
near the George Lambton 
Playing Lields in Lordham 
Road, Newmarket. 

There are about 10 large 
caravans, along with left- 
hand-drive cars with Swed¬ 
ish and Lrench number 
plates. 

The caravans arrived in the 
early hours of last Wednes¬ 
day morning. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, of 
Newmarket Town Council, 
said: “I walk my dog there 
in the morning. When I got 
there on Thursday it was 
full of caravans. They are the 
biggest, most expensive I’ve 
ever seen. They may be a 
group of international trav¬ 
ellers.” 

One member of the public, 
who asked not to be named, 
said the group had arrived in 
the dark and had taken up 
most of the car park, making 
if difficult for members of

the public to park. 

“That car park is the main 
parking area for people us¬ 
ing the playing fields,” he 
said. “They use it a lot, es¬ 
pecially over the weekend. 
It’s going to cause real dis¬ 
ruption if they stay there too 
much longer.” 

Cllr Hirst added: “It is in¬ 
convenient, full stop. That’s 
going to really get in the way. 
That car park is used by a lot 
of people.” 

A spokesman for Lorest 
Heath District Council said 
they were aware of the situ¬ 
ation and that the group did 
not have permission to park 
on the site. 

On Thursday, the district 
council issued the group 
with an order to get off the 
land within 24 hours. 

“We are aware gypsies or 
travellers are there,” said the 
council spokesman. 

“We are looking at mov¬ 
ing them off. We will need to 
go through the courts if they 
won’t go of their own voli¬ 
tion. 


“If they won’t leave, we will 
be starting proceedings.” 

Mick Smith runs the town 
neighbourhood watch page 
on Lacebook. 

He said the group was tak¬ 
ing up a lot of space in the 
car park, they were not caus¬ 
ing any trouble for members 
of the public or leaving litter 
around the place. 

“I haven’t heard any com¬ 
plaints,” said Mr Smith. 

“I did see a council rub¬ 
bish lorry going in and the 
workers going round picking 
up all the rubbish from each 
caravan. There is no rubbish 
about either.” 

There were also reports 
that travellers had set up 
camp in the nearby Tesco car 
park in Willie Snaith Road. 

Caravans were parked in 
the store’s car park. 

These, however, moved on 
yesterday morning, and they 
are thought to belong to a 
separate group of travellers 
from Burwell.

EVERYONE knows the area 
has a long association with 
horse racing, but did you 
know it may stretch back as 
far as the time of the Nor¬ 
mans? 

Archaeological excava¬ 
tions ahead of a new hous¬ 
ing development have un¬ 
earthed an early Norman 
home thought to date from 
the 11th Century 

The dig is taking place in 
the village of Cheveley. Ex¬ 
perts have so far uncovered 
evidence of a small, early 
Norman house and garden 
with paddocks and a track¬ 
way 

They have also found a 
knife and locally produced 
medieval pottery that would 
have been used as storage 
jars, for cooking and plates. 

The excavations are being 
carried out by Headland Ar¬ 
chaeology on behalf of de¬ 
veloper Lightdoor Ltd and 
Cheffins. Work to complete 
15 new homes on the site 
will continue as planned. 

Michael Tierney, project 
manager with Headland Ar¬ 
chaeology, said the scale of 
the discovery made it unu¬ 
sual. 
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He said: “The house was 
timber built, raised on tim¬ 
ber beam foundations with 
a thatched roof and had at 
least two rooms. There was 
a small clay quarry pit near 
the house that was used to 
get clay for wattle and daub 
walls and then used as a rub¬ 
bish pit. 

“The people living here 
would have been a step up 
from the slave population 
recorded in Domesday.” 

The excavation is likely 
to last for around another 
week, after which a report 
will be sent to Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council. 

Cheffins Director Neil 
Harris said they hoped that 
building work would start in 
the spring. 

“It’s a very exciting project 
and we’re delighted that by 
helping to shape the future 
of the village our client has 
been able to shed some light 
on its past,” he said. 

The name Cheveley dates 
from Anglo-Saxon times and 
originally meant Chaffinch 


Wood. 

After the arrival of the 
Normans the village slowly 
grew from a population of 
25 families in 1086, when 
the Domesday Book was 
compiled. By the 1400s there 
were at least 350 people liv¬ 
ing there. 

Mr Tierney added: “This is 
Cheveley’s first archaeologi¬ 
cal excavation. The broader 
history of the village is well 
documented from the con¬ 
struction of the church and 
the medieval castle. 

“But what tends to be 
missing from the historical 
records are traces of the lives 
of the majority of the people 
- those who played such an 
important role in laying the 
foundations for the modern 
Cambridgeshire landscape 
that we are so familiar with.” 

He said such discoveries 
were also a reminder of our 
continued link with earlier 
generations. 

“There is something 
poignant about digging up 
the simple remains of a knife, 
like the one found in the wall 
foundation here, and won¬ 
dering who made and used 
that particular object.”

Ponies have 
got out of hand 

I WENT last Thursday evening to one 
of the now infrequent 'Community 
Liaison Forum' meetings at the 
National Trust's Wicken Fen Nature 
Reserve. 

Under any other business I asked 
some questions about the wild and 
potentially dangerous Konik ponies 
from Poland which inhabit parts of 
the former food-growing farmland

that form the so-called 'Wicken 
Vision' under the control of the 
National Trust. 

I was astonished to learn that there 
are now 93 of these animals on the 
land and that no proper breeding 
programme is in place. 

The stallions and the mares run 
together, they breed at will and 
the stallions fight over the mares. 

I pointed out that, as anybody 
involved in animal husbandry knows, 
inbreeding is about as bad for animals 
as it is for humans. 

As a person with some experience 
of keeping horses, I am concerned 


about the set-up at Wicken Fen and 
the welfare of so many equines on 
such a relatively small acreage. 

This isn't Exmoor with its 164,000 
acres or the New Forest with its 
140,000 acres; it's Wicken Fen with 
some 2,300 acres. 

The Konik thing at Wicken Fen has 
become chaotic and appears to be 
out of hand.

School arson 
attack: Girl, 17, 
pleads guilty

A TEENAGE girl has pleaded 
guilty to starting a fire which 
badly damaged Exning Pri¬ 
mary School. 

The 17-year-old, who can¬ 
not be named for legal rea¬ 
sons, appeared on Friday at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

The fire in the early hours 
of September 4 caused an 
estimated £200,000 worth 
of damage to a shed, a class¬ 
room, hallway and roof at 
the school in Oxford Street. 

The school, which had 
been due to open for the 
first day of term, was forced 
to stay closed. 

The girl, who pleaded 
guilty to a charge of arson, 
will be sentenced in January, 
said Judge John Devaux who 
ordered the preparation of 
pre-sentence and psychiat¬ 
ric reports. 

Judge Devaux told the girl 


that she would continue 
to be granted bail until her 
next court appearance. 

A second teenage girl, 
aged 16, who faces the same 
charge is due to appear in 
court in February for a plea 
and case management hear¬ 
ing. She is also on bail. 

The fire is believed to have 
started in a wood shed ad¬ 
jacent to the school before 
spreading to a nearby class¬ 
room. 

Head teacher James Clark 


said staff had been left “dev¬ 
astated” by the blaze. 

After the fire, he told the 
News : “We are very upset not 
only because it’s a beautiful 
building but it’s the heart 
of the community here. We 
have had so many lovely 
messages from the commu¬ 
nity.” 

Meanwhile Forest Heath 
district councillor Simon 
Cole, who has a daughter at 
the school, said news of the 
fire was a “real shame”.

Winter’s 
tale of 
survival 


Many young hedgehogs will not get 
through this winter. But one young 
woman from Burwell is making it 
her mission to save as many of the 
threatened creatures as possible. 
Natalie Robinson went to to meet her 


I N the garden of a house in Burwell, eight 
unusual guests are tucked up in their beds. 
These hedgehogs have made the village 
their new home thanks to North Street 
resident Amber Vale, who has started Burwell 
Hedgehog Rehab. 

The 20-year-old veterinary nursing student 
set up the rehab centre just over a month ago, 
and is already making room to add to the eight 
already making it their home. 

"I think hedgehogs are absolutely amazing," 
said Amber. "A lot of them struggle in the wild 
and they need help, especially at this time of 
year." 

In her time during placements as a student 
veterinary nurse, Amber took a number of 
hedgehogs under her wing, even helping with 
a leg amputation, and treating one that had 
become stuck in a plastic beer can holder and 
had ingrown spines. 

Amber used to work at Isle Vets in Ely, who 
she says have been very supportive of her 
project, and she has set up the rescue centre 
while taking a year out from her studies. 

"Since I have set the rescue up, I have only 
had little ones come in," Amber said. "They 
have all been youngsters. 

"Hedgehogs have had a third litter this 
year because the weather is so up and down. 
Because of that, the females have thought 'it's 
too warm, I need to have another litter'. 

"The problem arises because they have had 
the last one so late on in the year that these 
babies haven't had a chance to reach that 600g 
minimum weight to hibernate. 

"Their mums have gone to hibernate 
because we have had some cold nights, so 
they're wandering around on their own and 
having to fend for themselves." 

The majority of the babies Amber has taken 
in have been 200 to 300g, and hedgehogs 
have to be a minimum of 600g to be able to 
wake up from hibernation. 

"Any hedgehog under 600g will go into 
hibernation naturally, but won't wake up 
because it doesn't have enough fat reserves to 
keep it going through that period of sleep," she 
explained. 



Instead, Amber has been receiving calls 
from members of the public, mostly locally in 
Burwell or Fordham, but also stretching as far 
as Chatteris, to rescue those creatures who 
wouldn't make it through the winter. 

Amber, who works in a local pub, brings the 
hogs in and checks them over to see if they're 
dehydrated. She then gives them fluids under 
the skin and keeps them warm, getting rid of 
any external parasites like fleas and ticks at the 
same time. 

After making sure they're stable, Amber 
then looks at the reasons why they have been 
brought in and treats them as necessary. 

She also weighs them daily to ensure 
they're putting on weight, and pairs them up if 
necessary. 

"I like them to be together because they 
should still be together at this age," she said. 

"They are all about seven or eight weeks old 
and they should be with their litter mates." 

The treated hogs will then enjoy a diet of 
mealworms and cat food, before they are 
released again into the local area in the Spring. 

Amber added: "They need clean eyes, good 
healthy spines, and then they will be released 
in a good, natural environment.

"I pair them up because they stay 
warm together and keep them eating, 
giving them lots of bedding and plenty 
of food. 

"If they're warm enough and getting 
food, then they don't feel the need to 
hibernate. 

"Without somewhere like this, they 
would be dead by now. None of them 
would have survived hibernation. 

When it's wet, it encourages slugs and 
snails out anyway and the hedgehogs 
will eat them, become ill, and die. It's 
really important they're eating the right 
things." 

But Amber added that more people 
should be encouraged to feed the hogs 
in their gardens to help them live in 
the wild. 

"If people are feeding them, it gives 
them a break from eating things that 
can infect them with worms, like slugs 
and snails," she said. 

"If they are not showing any signs 
of being ill, bringing it in and feeding 
it cat food for a couple of weeks will 
give it a break and get it to a level 
where they can manage the amount 
of worm burden they are 
carrying." 

Amber also believes 
in releasing the 
hedgehogs back

"If people just left a little gap 
them at the bottom of their fence 
they could go from one garden to the 
next, that would be advantageous. 

She also wants to get some little 
houses for them placed around the 
village. 

"They can be bought from anywhere 
and even guinea pig igloos will work, 
as long as they're waterproof and big 
enough for a decent-sized hedgehog," 
she said. 

"A pile of leaves with a couple of 
logs on top is just as good. A lot of 
people have a cut lawn and a couple 
of pots and that's not enough." 

But she is pleased that people are 
gradually becoming more aware of 
what hedgehogs need and she says the 
support she has seen from the local 
community has been brilliant. 

Amber added: "I started ajustgiving 
page hoping to raise £200 where 
I was going to buy hutches and a 
microscope. With the microscope I am 
going to buy, you can examine faecal 

samples to look for the different 
types of worms, and I 
can treat accordingly. 
"I was hoping to 
raise £200 but

amazing. 

As the rehab grows, so does interest 
in hedgehogs. Since she started, Amber 
has welcomed children visiting to leave 
food for her little rescued hogs, and 
one youngster who had the chance to 
name one. 

She is also keeping a pygmy 
hedgehog which she plans to use in 
talks to local schoolchildren. 

"It's a little bit unfair to take a wild 
animal into a school, but a pygmy will 
mean the kids can interact with it," 
Amber said. 

"I think it's important, especially 
with little kids, to get them aware 
young." 

When her year out from veterinary 
nursing is over, Amber will seek a new 
placement to continue her studies. 

But until then, she will continue to 
care for rescued hedgehogs whenever 
they need her - a role she loves. 

"I haven't got a favourite, I love 
them all," Amber said. "I love all 
aspects of it. 

"To know I have saved something 
that would have normally died in the 
wild is amazing. 

"The thought of them being extinct 
is really sad and someone has got to do 
something. 

"I just want the people who care 
about them to overtake the people 
who don't care."

Hundreds of 
homes planned

sion was granted for the 
construction of 106 dwell¬ 
ings, new public open 
spaces, associated access, 
landscaping, infrastruc¬ 
ture and ancillary works 
on land east of Red Lodge. 

According to a spokes¬ 
man for Lorest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council, the applica¬ 
tion had been granted on 
condition certain condi¬ 
tions were met. 

These include the com¬ 
pletion of a section 106 
agreement which includes 
provision of affordable 
housing on the site. 

Cllr Angie Sewell, of Red 
Lodge Parish Council, said 
the developers needed to 
make sure there was suita¬ 
ble infrastructure in place 
if new homes were to be 
built in the area. 

“I think several people 
feel that we don’t need 
more housing,” said Cllr 
Sewell. “If they are going 
to put in new houses, they 


need to improve the infra¬ 
structure. We have had is¬ 
sues with flooding in the 
past.” 

A spokesman for Lor¬ 
est Heath District Coun¬ 
cil said that development 
work was due to start with¬ 
in three years. No time was 
given for the completion 
of a school in the area. 

As well as this, it was 
agreed the developers 
would limit the number 
of dwellings to be built on 
the site before the provi¬ 
sion of the new school. 
Contributions would also 
be made for libraries, early 
years and traffic calming. 

At the same meeting, 
the committee also agreed 
to grant outline planning 
permission for 24 two-sto- 
rey dwellings and 2 bun¬ 
galows on land north of 
Mildenhall Road in West 
Row.

Amanda tells Lydia Fallon why she'll be forever grateful for the 
gift she’s been given 


W ITH her huge blue eyes, cute button nose 

and cheeky little smile, Effie McKeane-Dicks 
would melt even the hardest of hearts. 
Currently going through an "adventurous" stage 
according to mum Amanda, she toddles around her 
Newmarket home happily, eyes wide in wonderment 
as she finds joy in the simplest of things: a cardboard 
box, my notepad, even the photographer's glasses. 

"The child-minder says she's like the Duracell 
Bunny; she just never fades," Amanda chuckles. 

"She'll zip around on her walker here, there and 
everywhere; she's always dancing and shouting. 

She's just got so much energy. 

"You're a little character, aren't you?!," Amanda 
coos, scooping Effie into her arms for a cuddle. 

Gazing at her precious daughter adoringly, 
Amanda, 38, is the epitome of a doting mother, but 
after the journey she and husband Jason have been 
on over the past few years, it's no surprise they are 
determined to cherish every single glorious moment 
of parenthood. 

Back in July 2011, a devastating cancer diagnosis 
almost ended Amanda and Jason's hopes of having 
a child of their own, but now, after all the tears, 
heartbreak and doubt, they've finally got their 
dream. 

"Effie is the most precious thing in the world," she 
smiles. "She's just amazing and we feel incredibly 
lucky and grateful." 


And Jason and Amanda's gratitude is reserved for 
one very special lady: their surrogate (or 'tummy 
mummy' as Amanda calls her) Annie. 

"She's changed our life," says Amanda simply. "It's 
such a selfless thing she does, because even though 
Annie never wanted children of her own, she wanted 
to experience being pregnant and give this amazing 
gift to somebody else. 

"She had a uterus which wasn't being used, and 
so she wanted to help someone else who wasn't 
so fortunate. It's such an amazing thing to do, and 
nothing we can do or give Annie can ever top that." 

Amanda, a veterinarian nurse, and Jason, a design 
engineer, are childhood sweethearts. They met at 
school aged 16 and 17 and married 10 years later. 
"So we've been together nearly 23 years!"

"You normally wouldn't pay much attention,

to achieve it." 

Doctors eventually referred the couple for 
fertility tests. Jason and Amanda had prepared 
themselves for the worst, but when the results 
came through two weeks later, they were 
shocked to hear the word cancer. 

"You think your life is completely over," she 
remembers. "I was in total shock; I wasn't ill, 

I felt fine. There was no pain or bleeding, and 
it's really scary to think you have this thing 
happening in your body, yet not know anything 
about it." 

Amanda was diagnosed with endometrial 
cancer, which affects the womb. Thankfully 
the fertility tests had detected it early, and the 
cancer hadn't yet spread, but as part of the 
treatment Amanda would have to undergo a 
hysterectomy, meaning she'd never be able to 
carry a child of her own. 

Devastated but determined to find another 
way, Amanda and Jason started to explore 
their options. "Our oncologist suggested the 
possibility of using a surrogate for IVF treatment. 
As the cancer hadn't spread and there was no 
need for chemotherapy, my ovaries were not 
removed during the hysterectomy, so there 
was still a chance of us having a child that was 
genetically ours." 

But Jason and Amanda knew they needed 
to act fast; as the cancer was oestrogen 
dependent, the ovaries would need to be 
removed after a year, giving the couple only a 
small window of opportunity. They managed to 
get an emergency appointment at Bourn Hall - 
the celebrated clinic west of Cambridge - and 
after three rounds of treatment, 14 embryos 
were frozen. 


The seed sown, the next step was finding a 
willing surrogate. "We researched a couple of 
organisations based in the UK and came across 
Surrogacy UK, which is based on friendship first, 
because obviously it is so important you feel 
completely comfortable with the person who is 
going to be carrying your baby." 

Every month Surrogacy UK organises socials 
all over the UK, "where you meet at the pub, go 
for a picnic and basically sit and chat with 
like-minded people," says Amanda. 

And it was at one of these events where they 
met Annie. "We'd known Annie for about a 
year before she offered to be our surrogate and 
we'd liked her straight away: she was really 
kind, easy going and laid-back like me and 
Jason, and we trusted her completely, which 
was so important on this journey." 

The friendship blossomed and wheels were 
set in motion for the surrogacy. In January 
2014 the frozen embryos were moved to a 
clinic nearer to Annie's home in Rugby for 
treatment - and she fell pregnant on the first try. 
"It seemed like fate," smiles Amanda. "After all 
we'd been through we couldn't believe it was 
finally happening: we didn't buy anything for 
the baby until after the 20-week scan!" 

The couple saw Annie every two to 
three weeks; they went to every midwife 
appointment and every scan and "just tried 
to be as much a part of it as possible," says 
Amanda. "Annie sent us regular bump pictures, 
movies of Effie moving and we got to feel her 
kick at one of the midwife appointments, which 
was an amazing feeling." 

Was it tough seeing someone else carrying 
your child? "Obviously I would have loved to 



have experienced her 
growing inside me, but that wasn't possible, so I 
feel like I've had the next best thing. There was 
no point dwelling on it, it's not going to change 
anything, so we just had to get on with it and 
made the best out of the situation." 

After a healthy pregnancy ("Annie just seems 
to embrace pregnancy really well; she's such 
an amazing tummy mummy"), Effie was born, 
naturally, on November 10, 2014. "Annie was 
late and had been booked in for an induction 
on November 10, but then we had a call at 


of life’ 


10pm on November 9 saying she'd been 
having contractions and we should get down to 
Rugby just in case anything happened," recalls 
Amanda. "When we were five miles from 
Rugby we had another call saying things had 
accelerated and we should meet them at the 
hospital." 

Things moved swiftly, Annie was taken 
through to the maternity unit to give birth, "and 
within 15 minutes you were out, you weren't 
going to wait, were you?" laughs Amanda, 
planting a kiss on Effie's head. 

Jason cut the cord and little Effie was handed 
to Amanda for their first cuddle. "It's such a 
blur; we were all crying, but I remember the 
amazing feeling of finally being able to cuddle 
her after all this heartache and pain," she 
smiles. "We handed her to Annie and just sat 
around talking, drinking tea and eating toast: it 
was a joy to share those moments together." 

Jason and Amanda brought Effie back to their 
Newmarket home the next day and, almost a 
year later (Effie celebrates her first birthday next 
week), say parenthood is everything they hoped 
for a more. "We feel so incredibly lucky to have 
gone through what we have done - and have 
an amazing child at the end of it." 

And they've gained a lifelong friend too. 
"Auntie Annie is definitely part of the family; 
she's such an amazing woman and we couldn't 
have gone on that journey with any other 
person." 

Amanda smiles, gazing at her daughter: "We 
couldn't be more grateful for the gift she's given 
us."

A. In a frying pan, heat the butter 
and once foaming add the pears, 
frying off for 5 minutes until the flesh 
is caramelised and golden brown. 
Remove and rest on a plate until 
needed. 

B. In a small saucepan, deep-fry the 
sage in oil. Remove with a slotted 
spoon and blot with kitchen paper to 
remove excess oil. 

C. After 25 minutes of baking, add the 
pears and pecans to the sausages 
and drizzle with the maple syrup. Bake 
for a further 10 minutes. 

D. To serve, place in the middle of the 
table and scatter with the crispy sage 
leaves. 

Top tip: Chunks of blue cheese can 
be added at the end for a more 
indulgent dish.

A LMOST one in five (19 per cent) of

MILDENHALL have 5.04 points left for 
the final rider in order to complete next 
year’s team after confirming the return 
of Berwick teenager Luke Ruddick. 

The 17-year-old, who undertook 600- 
mile round-trips for home meetings in 
his debut season in the sport, showed 
enough potential and desire to warrant 
a second campaign with the KJM Fen 
Tigers. 

Ruddick was arguably Mildenhall’s 
most promising rider in the early stages 
of the year, outshining and outscoring 
Tom Bacon, who went on to claim all 
the plaudits. 

His quick speed and raw ability saw 
him quickly rattle up three double-figure 
hauls and a brace of eights. 

It was form that soon moved 
him into the team’s top five, which 
ultimately hampered his impressive 
progress, coupled with an elongated 
leg injury, sustained in early July, and 
struggling machinery. 

“I have unfinished business at 
Mildenhall,” said Ruddick. 

“I probably wasn’t as prepared as I 
needed to be last season to race league 
speedway. 

“It was a massive learning curve and, 
although things started well, I found 
the step up into the top five very hard. 

“I blew the engine that I was scoring 
all my points on and then injured my 
leg, which affected my confidence. 

“But I am determined to be fully 
prepared for next season and have spent 
£2,000 getting my engines sorted.” 

Tigers’ promoter Kevin Jolly said: 
“Luke showed plenty of potential on 
the track but what impressed me more 
was his commitment to the club and 
his desire to carve out a career in the 
sport. 

“I have nothing but admiration for 
him. 

“He knows he needs to upgrade his 
equipment this winter to allow him to 
really progress, as there is no doubting 
his natural talent.” 

Ruddick is the fourth Mildenhall rider 
to be back from this year’s disappointing 
campaign, joining Dan Halsey, Connor 
Mountain and Connor Coles. 

Jon Armstrong and Rob Parker are 
two new faces. 

Parker follows in the footsteps 
of rider of the year Bacon by mak¬ 
ing the elevation into a reserve 
positionatMildenhallfromthe Midland 
Development League. 

The 20-year-old, from Northampton, 
was one of the busiest riders in the junior 
division, averaging 7.33 from 22 matches 
predominately for Milton Keynes, who 
were based at West Row.

It mirrors the move Bacon made to 
the KJM Fen Tigers after a year with 
the Knights, and he went on to hugely 
impress by upping his average from 3.00 
to 4.42, which has bagged him a move to 
a club in the Midlands next season. 

Parker made four appearances in the 
National League, one with Mildenhall, 
and would have gained further chances 
but for a thumb injury. 

“Rob was in line for chances with us 
last year,” said Jolly. 

“With the way the team is being built 
he should have longer at reserve than 
Tom and Luke (Ruddick) did last season. 

“He has plenty of potential, and 
Robert (Henry, team manager) and I 
will give him all the support he needs. 

“I like the idea of three-pointers 
at reserve and with the Tiger Cubs 
in the MDL, we could blood anyone 


impressing during the year into the 
main team. It’s about giving everyone 
an incentive.” 

Parker said: “This is a massive 
opportunity for me and one I hope to 
take with both hands. 

“Hopefully I can become an 
established rider for the Fen Tigers and 
increase my average.” 

National League bosses have 
reintroduced the play-off system for 
the championship, which Mildenhall 
last won the title by in 2012. 

Promoters have also scrapped the 
maligned double-points tactical ride 
rule, a decision Jolly said was “very 
controversial,” but also showed the 
third tier is “leading from the front” 
with bold moves to improve the 
product of speedway.
